MR. MAJOR TELLS IT STRAIGHT. 
In the lower house of congress on April 
24 in a debate on the proposed agricultural 
bill, Representative Major of this district 
look a prominent part. 
In 
the 
Congres­ 
sional Record giving proceedings of that 
day, his speech is printed in full and makes 
very interesting reading especially to those 
concerned in the farmers problems and the 
relief that is being sought for them through 
various agencies. 
Mr. Major very 
correctly 
places 
the 
blame for present agricultural conditions 
upon the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff bill, 
the measure that was put through congress 
by the republicans immediately after com­ 
ing into power. 
Mr. Major gave four ways 
in which the farmers can be helped: first, 
a change in the tariff, the schedules of 
which were made at the command and be­ 
hest of the predatory interests of this coun­ 
try without regard for the difference in 
cost of production at home and abroad, 
which forces farmers to sel bn competition 
with the world and to buy in a protective 
market where there is no competition. Sec­ 
ond, something should be done to reduce 
excessive the transportation charges on the 
farmers’ products. Third, taxes should be 
reduced. Fourth, there should be put into 
effect, some intellectual and comprehen­ 
sive agricultural policy whereby the farm­ 
ers will be able 
to receive 
compensatory 
prices for his products and legislation that 
will improve, stabilize and make perma­ 
nent our foreign markets. 
Mr. Major’s speech aroused a great deal 
of comment from republican representa­ 
tives and Mr. Green of Iowa, chairman of 
the ways and means committee, saw fit to 
reply to it extensively 
and endeavored to 
break down the arguments used. However, 
Mr. Major’s position 
cannot 
be assailed 
with any degree of success by those par­ 
tisan representatives who seek to cintinue 
the present tariff. 
After all is said and 
done, there is no escaping the absolute con­ 
viction that

SENATE’S RIGHT TO STATE RECORDS 
From the New Republic. 
To Mr. Coolidge, 
who 
challenges the 
senate’s scrutiny of the treasury records 
with a plea to “return to a government un­ 
der and in accordance with the usual forms I 
of the law of the land,” we commend the 
following extract written by some of the 
most distinguished lawyers in the history 
of the American Bar, who were also repub­ 
lican leaders of their day— George F. Ed-1 
munds, George F. Hoar and William M. 
Evarts: 
“It is believed that there is no instance 
of civilized governments having bodies rep­ 
resentative of the people in whch the right 
and the power of those representative 
bodies to obtain in one 
form 
or another 
complete information 
as to every 
paper; 
and transaction in any of the executive de­ 
partments 
thereof 
does 
not exist, even j 
though such papers might relate to what is 
ordinarily an 
executive function, if that 
function impinged upon any duty or tune-; 
tion of the representative bodies. A quali­ 
fication of this general right may under 
our constitution exist in the case of calls by 
the house of representatives for papers re­ 
lating to treaties, etc., under considera­ 
tion and not yet disposed of by the presi­ 
dent and senate. 
“The 
committee 
feels 
authorized to 
state, after a somewhat 
careful research, 
that within the foregoing 
limits there is 
scarcely in the history of this government 
until now any instance of a refusal by a 
head of a department, or even of the presi­ 
dent himself, to communicate official facts 
and information as distinguished from pri­ 
vate and unofficial papers 
to either 
house of congress 
when 
unconditionally 
demanded. 
Indeed, the early journals of j 
the senate show great numbers of instances 
of directions to the head of departments, 
to furnish papers 
and 
reports upon all 
sorts of affairs both legislative and execu­ 
tive.” 
Alexander Hamilton, with whom it is 
now the fashion to link Mr. Mellon’s name, 
drafted the act which was formally written 
into statute at the session of the first con­ 
gress containing the following provision 
which has remained unaltered to this day:! 
“The secretary of the treasury. .. .shall * 
make report and give information to either 
branch of the legislature in person or in 
writing, as may be required, respecting all 
matters referred to him by the senate or 
the house of representatives, or which shall 
apparent to his office.”

PERSONAL 
LIABILITY 
LEGISLATION 
IN FRANCE. 


How would 
you 
like to have a fire in 


France? 
The following 
information 
relative to 
French Personal Liability Legislation for 


fires caused by negligence 
is 
extracted 


from a report recently 
received 
through 


the state department from Consul General 


A. M. Thackara, located at Paris. 
It was 
prepared at the request of the Insurance 
Department, Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 
The responsibility 
of 
tenants 
for fire 
damages is governed by Articles 1733 and 
1734 of the French civil code, promulgated 
on March 21, 1804, which read as follows, 
in translation: 
“Article 1733. 
The tenant is respon­ 
sible for fires, unless he is able to prove: 
that the fire was accidental or due to cir­ 
cumstances 
beyond 
his 
control 
(force 
majeure) or due to faulty construction of 
the building, or that 
the 
fire was com­ 
municated by a neighboring house. 
“ Article 
1734. 
(Law 
of 
January 5, 
1883). 
If there are several tenants in the 
building, they are all responsible for a fire 
breaking out therein, in proportion to the 
income which the landlord receives from 
each of them as rental for their respective 
premises, unless they prove that the fire 
commenced in a particular apartment; in 
that case the tenant in whose apartment 
the fire commenced is alone responsible. 
lf certain tenants prove that the fire could 
not have commenced 
in their apartment, 
those producing such proof are relieved 
from responsibility for the damage caus­ 
e d / ’ 
The Law of January 5, 18S3, has modi­ 
fied the former law in that each tenant 
ceased to be held responsible jointly, and 
is now held responsible individually only, 
in proportion to the rental value of that 
part of the building which he occupies with 
regard Ut the surplus 
occupants 
by the 
other tenants. 
Some changes have been made in the old 
laws as to division of individual responsi­ 
bility but articles 1733 and 1734 of the 
civil code establish a presumption of fault 
on the part of tenants, who cannot exoner­ 
ate themselves unless they prove that the 
fire could not have 
broken 
out in their 
home, or. that the cause of the fire result­ 
ed from improper care of the building. 
According to conversations with direc­ 
tors of several fire insurance companies in 
Paris, it appears that the laws concerning 
fire insurance are strictly enforced under 
articles 1733 and 1734 of the civil code. 
A little such legislation in the United 
States might cut down our $500,000,000 
annual fire bill and save thousands of lives 
each year.

cent, and that other groups have become 
citizens only to the extent of 12 to 28 per 
cent. 
It is not mere chance, prejudice or 
special favor that has brought that condi­ 
tion. 
It is, on one hand, the nature of the 
American character, tradition and ideals; 
and, on the other hand the character, tra­ 
dition and 
ideals 
of 
certain 
European 
groups. 
The choice is America's; 
not 
the out­ 
siders’. 
America cannot hesitate, haggle, 
apologize. 
Its duty is clear. 
The nation 
cannot be fair to others except, first of all, 
by being fair to itself. 
The senate immi­ 
gration bill, by continuing national quotas 
on the present basis with only a moderate 
reduction in percentage, would constitute 
a policy of temporizing with a vital issue. 
It would discriminate 
in 
favor of those 
whose record has placed them against, not 
for, America. 
The house or Johnson bill, 
by placing the quotas on the 1890 basis 
would restore immigration to the safe po­ 
sition it held generations ago. 
Shall America be protected? 
Or shall 
the choice be for the outsider who is indif­ 
ferent about America and concerned main­ 
ly for himself?

LOUTS, Missouri,—David Pat­ 
terson Dyer, 86, former congressman, 
district a tto r n e y and United States 
judge for the eastern Missouri dis­ 
trict, died at his home Tuesday of 
the infirmities of old age. 
Judge Dyer retired formally from 
the bench in 1919, but continued to 
serve 
when 
the 
docket 
became 
crowded, assisting Judges Faris and 
Davis. 
Only last week he was on 
the bench. Ile became ill Sunday. 
In an autobiography book publish­ 
ed two years ago. Judge D yer^aid he 
believed himself to be the only sur­ 
viving member of the Forty

With that training he also se­ 
cures the pay of the regular army 
soldier, good food and clothing and 
an interesting vacation.

artillery.

policy inaugurated at the 
summer 
encampment at Fort Sill. Okla., last 
year by Colonel John J\ Williams, 
regimental commander, full liberty 
will be allowed all men 
with 
the 
completion of the 
day’s 
schedule, 
usually about 4 o’clock in the after­ 
noon. 
The local batteries will take with 
them this year, their own horses and 
guns, which recently inspected by a 
regular army officer.

, Westhues sustained 
the right and 
authority of the state highway com­ 
mission to make necessary changes 
; and alterations in the location of any 
part of the state highway system 
, that is deemed 
necessary 
for the 
j general good of the system. 
This ruling was made in a pro­ 
ceeding instituted by Judge George 
F. Longue of Sedalia op behalf of 
, business men and garage owners of 
; Smithton, Pettis county. 
The point 
I at issue was a change iii the route of 
state* highway No. 12 at Smithton by 
which two dangerous "grade 
cross­ 
ings over the tracks of the Missouri 
Pacific railway will he eliminated. 
The protest of Smithton was that 
the change ordered by the commis­ 
sion would throw the highway from 
its present course through the cen­ 
ter of the village to a line slightly 
north of the town. 
For this reason 
they sought to restrain the commis­ 
sion. 
Judge Westhues held that the com­ 
mission is within its authority In or­ 
dering the change of route. 
Judge Westhues also denied ap­ 
plication of tile citizens of Fenton, 
St. Louis county, for an injunction 
to restrain the state highway com­ 
mission from selecting a site for a 
new bridge over the Meramec river 
and making a slight change in the 
route of an extension of the Gravels 
road, which will carry the highway 
to the edge of the town instead of
